NUCLEAR THRESHOLD. LEWIS SAID THESE COUNTRIES ARE CON- 

CONSIDERED CAPABLE OF BUILDING NUCLEAR WEAPONS. SOME HAVE

REASONS FOR WANTING NUCLEAR WEAPONS. LEWIS SAID OFFICIALS

SUPPORTS PRESIDENT CARTER'S NUCLEAR POLICIES. "ONLY 
CRITICISM." KAMM SAID, "IS THAT MR. CARTER HAS NOT GONE 

FAR ENOUGH AND STOPPED SHORT OF ANNOUNCING UNILATERAL 
AMERICAN RENUNCIATION OF ATOMIC WEAPONS." 

7. ANOTHER TIMES CORRESPONDENT, BERNARD WEINRAUB, REPORT- 
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ING FROM BRUSSELS, SAID NATO, WORRIED ABOUT BUILD-UP OF 
CHEMICAL WEAPONS IN EASTERN EUROPE, IS TRAINING ITS TROOPS 
TO SURVIVE GAS ATTACKS. 

8. GEORGE C. WILSON, WRITING IN WASHINGTON POST, QUOTED 
PENTAGON SCIENTISTS AS SAYING U.S. WILL HAVE TO KEEP SPEND- 
ING ABOUT 150 MILLION DOLLARS ANNUALLY FOR FOUR MORE YEARS 
JUST TO DETERMINE WHETHER IT WOULD BE WORTH BUILDING

GRAM, UNMATCHED IN U.S., WILL GIVE RUSSIANS ADVANTAGE IN 
NEXT ROUND OF ARMS TALKS. 

10. HOWEVER, JOHN W. FINNEY OF TIMES SAID JOINT CONGRES- 
SIONAL COMMITTEE ON DEFENSE PRODUCTION CONCLUDED IN 1 13- 
PAGE REPORT THAT LARGE-SCALE CIVIL DEFENSE PROGRAM, SUCH 
AS SOVIET UNION S, COULD BE READILY OVERWHELMED BY NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. FINNEY SAID REPORT IS MOST COMPREHENSIVE STUDY 
YET MADE IN CONGRESS IN DEVELOPING DEBATE OVER WHETHER 
STRATEGIC BALANCE IS IN DANGER OF BEING UPSET BY SOVIET 
CIVIL DEFENSE PROGRAM. THREE REPUBLICANS PRESENTED DIS- 
SENTING VIEWS, SAYING MAJORITY TOOK "TOO NARROW, SHORT-
